A Famous Actor. 


The centenary of the death of Edmund 
Kean is being celebrated at Drury 
Lane Theatre this week. The greatest of 
Shakespearian actors was born m London 
in 1787, and .became familiar with the 
stage while he was still a child, In his 
youth he joined a company of strolling 
players, married an Irish girl who was a 
member of the company, and after a long 


tour in Ireland returned to Exeter in 1813. 


His son Charles, who afterwards Decanie 
famous in a lesser degree, was born while 


the Keans were staying in Waterford. 


From Exeter Edmund Kean’s performances 
as Othello and Richard III. began to be 


noised abroad, and Lord Byron sent Dr. 


Drury, of Harrow, to the western city to 
report on the new actor. The Doctor re- 


turned full of praise, and Kean was 


offered an engagement at Drury Lane at 
£8 a week.. No date, however, was fixad 
for his appearance, and the managemeiit 


kept the actor waiting for three months, 
during which period he almost starved. 
Eventually a day was fixed, and ‘Kean 


appeared as Shylock in “ The Merchant 


of Venice,’’ on the 28th January, 1814, 


with Hazlitt and Byron sitting in the 


front row of the stalls. 


A Kemorable Scene. - 


The play was received in silence until 


Kean reached the passage: ‘‘ If you tickle 


us, do we not laugh? If you prick us, 


do we not bleed?’’ At these words the 


house literally rose at the actor, and when 
the scene came to an end people stood on 
the seats shouting and cheering wildly. 
After the trial scene the audience would 
not allow. the fifth act to proceed, because 
it did not contain Shylock. Kean’s re- 
putation was made; he had taken the 
theatrical. world by storm, and was 
acclaimed the greatest actor since Garrick. 
Hazlitt, the greatest dramatic critic of 
the day, hailed him as a genius, and he 
remained for nearly twenty years the 
brightest light in the English theatrical 
firmament. ‘‘ To see Kean act,” wrote 
Coleridge, “‘ is like reading Shakespeare 
by flashes of lightning.”’ His last per- 
formance was on the 25th March, 1833, 
when he’ took the part of Othello, with 
Charles Kean as Lago. During the third 
act Kean collapsed in his son’s arms, and 
had to be taken from the theatre. He 
died at. Richmond on the 15th of May. 
‘He is gone,” cried Fanny Kemble, “ and 
with him Othello, Shylock and Richard ; 

we shall never see them again.’ 


A University Aarriage. 


Mr. W. McC. Stewart, whose marriage 
is announced, is the son of the late A. McC. 
Stewart, B.A.I.. M.Inst.C.E., of London- 
derry. and of Mrs. A. McC. Stewart (née 
Alex. Elsner), now of Taunus, Stillorgan, 
and is a nephew of the present Archdeacon 
of Dublin. 

Mr. Stewart, who was, like his father, 

+ T.C.D., where he studied from 1918 to 
1922. is an ex-Scholar and Senior 
Moderator in French and German and 
a former Vice-Chancellor’s Prizeman in 

‘English Verse and Prizeman in Old and 
Middle English. After a vear at the 
University “of Montpellier, he was for 
over three years lecteur at the Ecole 
Normale Supérieure in Paris, where he 
gained the Dipléme d’Etudes supérieures 
en lettres: lanques classiques, usually 
only taken by Frenchmen preparing the 
Aqgrégation des lettres. After.two years 
as Lecturer in the French Department of 
Sheffield University he was, five years 
aco, appointed Lecturer in Joint- Charge 
of the French Department at the 
University of St. Andrews. 

Mr. Stewart's bride, after a distinguished 
academic career—she was in her student 
days a pupil of the famous Max Weber-- 
has practised for a considerable time as a 
lawyer in Munich, and is particularly 
interested in International Law.

SPAIN AND ITALY. 

Spain is the cheapest country in Western

Garaging for Ag car often costs 5s. per night. 
Mr. Brady found that hotel prices ranged 
from 80 lira for a bed to 5 lira for a bed 
and breakfast. The tax de service in the big 
hotel is 15 per cent., instead of the 10. per 
cent. charged in other countries. . Naples 
was so full of tourists that Mr. Brady had to 
sleep in a hospital, that being the only place 
where he on secure a bed.

ITALY. 


DUBLIN DRIVER'S 
EXPERIENCES. 


BIG ROAD REPAIR 
SCHEME. 


. By Ovurn Mororing CoRRESPONDENT. 


66 OR the Irish motorist Italy is the 
F most interesting of the countries in 
Western or Central Europe,” said 
Mr. P. Sarsfield Brady, President of the 
Irish Motor Racing Club, who recently 
returned to Dublin from an _ extended 
tour abroad. ‘‘The people,” he pointed out 
to me, “‘ are not so sophisticated as those of 
France, and the scenery is beautiful, if one 
selects one’s touring ground with any care.” 
The motorist who intends to tour Spam, 
Italy or Southern France should, Mr, Brady 
advises, travel yia Southampton-Havre, or 
Newhaven-Dieppe. South of Paris the 
village streets, where paved at all, are paved 
with square-sets, while the roads are much 
better than those in the north. The pevé in 
the villages between Boulogne and Paris 
makes motoring most uncomfortable. 


GOOD AND BAD ROGADS. 

The village streets in Italy ate, as a rule; 
paved with big slabs about two feet long 
and eighteen inches broad. When such 
streets get into disre,air—and the motorist is 
inclined to think that they: are always in 
disrepair—nasty holes are made through the 
remo\al of slabs, Fortunately there are by- 
passes, in the shape of magnificent roads, 
around the villages, and if one is not anxious 
to see the Villages, one’s travelling may be 
quite comfortable. Italian motorists travel 
as fast on the bad roads as on the good, and 
the usual speed is in ex-ess of 50 miles per 
hour, Separate front wheel springing is 
becoming popular on the Continent, and all 
cars have low-pressure tyres. 

Since Easter there has been a great increase 
in Italian tourist traffic. Most of the tourists 
are Germans, but Mr. Brady in Rome saw 
omnibuses from Vienna, Budapest, and other . 
distant places, full of travellers. 
There is a great deal of horse-drawn 
traffic, and, as the man in charge of the horse 
is often asleep, the danger of accident is a 
real one. hé 
The ‘principal Italian roads, the highways 
corresponding to the French routes nationales, 
are named after famous road-makers, or 
consuls who promoted whole-heartedly the 
making the roads. The route from the north 
inte Rome is known as the Via Flaminia. 
This Flaminius, who was slain in a battle in 
the third or féurth century B.C., laid down 
splendid roads; some of them remain very 
inttle changed to-day. 

SPAIN AND ITALY. 
Spain is the cheapest country in Western 
Europe. Italy can be tag expensive. 
Garaging for a car often costs 5s. per night. 
Mr. Brady found that hotel prices ranged 
from 80 lira for a bed to 5 lira for a bed 
and breakfast. The tex de service in the big 
hotel is 15 per cent., instead of the 10 per 
cent. charged in other countries. . Naples 
was so full of tourists that Mr. Brady had to 
sleep in a hospital, that being the only place 
where he could secure a bed. 
Discussing the rival attractions of Spain and 
Italy, Mr, Brady admitted that Spain pos- 
sessed greater novelty for the Irish motorist. 
On the other hand, one could travel for miles 
and miles and see nothing of importance. 
Even on the coast run around Spain, the 


finest of all trips in that country, there are 
dull stretches. Most of the corners on 


Spanish roads are banked. Just over the 


border the French roads are similarly banked, 
and the new Italian roads—among them the - 
three great auto strada, or motoring, roads— 
have their corners banked, too. 


The nicest run in Italy is from Sorrento 


to Salerno via Amalfi. Along the road one 
thas glorious views of the island of Capri, to 
which oné may travel by motor boat, row 
} boat or sailing boat. Another pleasant run 
is from Rome to Naples by the coast as 
much as possible. 


A notable experience was to find one 


half of a road under repair for a distance of 
eighty or ninety miles at a stretch. The 
organisation of that piece of work must have 
involved considerable thought and planning. 
Italian roads are not so uniform in their sur- 
face as are the French. Where they are good, 
however, they are magnificent. They are 
usually straight and one may keep up a fast 
rate.

As an immediate goal the President 
asks for success for the Geneva Arms 
Conference and the World Economic Con- 
ference. 

Contrary to long-standing diplomatic 
practice, President Roosevelt’s message is 
addressed directly to the Kings, potentates 
and Presidents of all the forty-four 
nations to be represented at the World 
Economic Conference in London, including 
the Soviet Union. Although this is the 
first direct diplomatic message to pass for 
years between Washington and the Soviet 
ruling régime, it was describe ns merely 
representing the conviction that such a 
step as the President proposed could not 
succeed unless it had universal accept- 
ance. 


THE COMMON STRUGGLE, 


In his message the President says :— 

“The profound hope of the people of 
my country impels me to address you, and 
through you the people of your nation. 
This hope is that peace may be assured 
through practical measures of disarma- 
ment, and that all of us may carry to 
victory our common struggle against 
economic chaos. 

‘‘ To these ends the nations have called 
two great world conferences. The happi- 
ness and prosperity, the very lives, of the 
men, women and children who inhabit the 
whole world are bound up in the decisions 
their Governments will make in the near 
future. The improvement of social con- 
ditions, the preservation. of individual 
human rights, and the furtherance of 
social justice are dependent on these de- 
cisions. 

“The World Economic Conference will

PROPOSALS FOR 
CONSIDERATION.

| VENTURE, even at the eleventh hour, 
to appeal to the Free State Govern- 
ment to give further consideration to the 
hard case of the Great Southern Railways 
Company. I do not claim the possession 
of technical knowledge or inside informa- 
tion. I am merely an unfortunate holder 
of a relatively large amount of Preference 
Stock, who in these difficult days cannot 
afford to view loss of income and appalling 
eapital depreciation with anything like 
equanimity. In this article I shall set 
out the facts as I see them, and submit 
certain proposals for the consideration of 
the Government. | 
I believe the directors have done their 
best, within the limits of their powers and 
resources, to protect the company’s property 
and business in very difficult and con- 
stantly changing conditions. I also recog- 
nise quite freely that the position of the 
shareholders would have been uch worse 
but for the amalgamation of the railways 
in one undertaking; but the Great 
Southern Railways Company stands on 
a different footing from an ordinary 
business enterprise. It is subject to 
statutory obligations which prevent the 
directors from dealing with competition 
in which the directors of an ordinary 
business would be free to act. That very 
lack of freedom entitles the company to 
look to the Government, because the lack 
of freedom in question is due to legisla- 
tion, which is the Government’s affair, 


STANDARD REVENUE. 

When the railways were amalgamated it 
was believed that the amalgamated under- 
taking could earn the “‘standard revenue ”’ 
which represented the/shareholders’ sheet- 
anchor in the amalgamation legislation. 
This “standard revenue’’ was ascertained 
by the Railway Tribunal. (set up by the 
Government) to be £1,169,899, which would 
have provided for the payment in full of 
interest on the Debenture Stock, dividends 
on the Preference Stocks, and 5.74 per cent. 
on the Ordinary Stock of the Great 
Southern Railways Company. 
This revenue- was not, however, earned 
by the company, largely because of road 
transport competition, which for some time 
was not subject to restrictions and regula- 
tions at all comparable to those under 
which the railway company was obliged 
to carry on. The only body competent to 
rectify this state of afiairs was the Govern- 
ment of the day, but they moved very 
slowly,.and in the. meantime the revenue 
of the railway company shrank, notwith- 
standing every effort to effect economies 
where these proved to be feasible. I 
personally regret very much that the re- 
duction of expenditure involved the ter- 
mination of the employment of - many 
railway workers, but a great deal of 
traffic had been diverted to the roads. and 
the resulting unemployment of railway 
workers was accordingly unavoidable. 
Even if I were competent to do so, I do not 
propose to discuss the question whether a 
different attitude by the railway workers 
on the wages question might not have been 
better for all concerned, 


NEW LEGISLATION. 
The year 1932 witnessed -political de- 
velopments. of which the reactions, when 
added to the handicaps under which the 
railway company was already suffering, 
were so formidable that, after paying 
debenture interest, the balance of revenue 
| left. was so small that the company could 
not pay any dividends on its £16,720,961 
of Preference and Ordinary Stocks. 
I do not propose to dilate upon the 
widespread distress which must have been 
caused to thousands of shareholders who 
had invested in the Great Southern Rail- 
ways Company, because they believed that 
such an investment was safer than an 
investment in an ordinary business enter- 
prise. All I venture to suggest is that 
1932 and similar years should be omitted 
from all calculations as to the value of 
the company’s undertaking. 
In February of this year the Govern- 
ment introduced three bills dealing with 
the transport problem—-the Railways Bill, 
1935 ; the Road Transport Bill, 1933, and 
the Road Traffic Bill, 1933. I believe the 
Government desire to co-ordinate road and 
railway services on an equitable basis, and 
I note with satisfaction that the declared 
object of the Government is to improve 
the position of the railway companies. 


UNFAIR COMPETITION, 

I do not personally despair of the rail- 
ways if they get a dog’s chance. If we 
leave out of consideration, for the time 
being, the question of aerial transport, for 
which the company is rightly seeking 
powers, it seems to me that transport on 
rails will, generally speaking, prove pre- 
ferable to transport even on the best-made 
roads, . Co-ordination should be bronght 
to the point where the only practicable 
consideration as between a rail and a road 
service is one of convenience—not of cost. 
When that time comes—and I hope the 
fair and wise amendment of past and 
pending legislation will hasten it—the 
Great Southern Railways Company is, 
fortunately, still possessed of sufficient 
liquid resources to enable it to. take full 
advantage of the improved conditions. 

: Speaking im the Dail on 8th March Mr. 
Lemass said: 

“The Government had taken the 
view that competition in transport is 
neither necessary for efficiency nor de- 
sirable for its own sake.,... The 
bills before the Dail are not designed 
merely to save the ráilwavs, but to 
give the country a suitable transport 
system that will serve everybody's 

i — while operating on a profitable 
sis.”’ 


Let the principles implied in these state- 
ments be firmly applied on the basis of 
a reasonable return on the 
capital invested in the Great Southern 
Railways Company, and making such 
adjustments in other directions as will 
prevent unfair competition on the part of 
alternative methods of transport.

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_ Tegards the proposed revision of the stan- I 
dard revenue and the reconstruction of the 
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company’s capital require radical amend-| ~ 
ment before.they can be considered equit- | 


able. I have already suggested that it is 
not fair. te take the year 1932 into the 
calculations. If we leave out this year, 
there are. available the first seven years’ 
working ‘of the amalgamated undertaking, 
from 1st January, 1925, to 3lst December, 
1951... Seven years is a fair period on 
which to. strike an average of achieved 
results. For these seven years the rail- 
way company earned an average annual 
net revenue of £676,664, as compared with 
the standard net revenue of £1,169,899, 
which it was entitled to earn. If the 
reduced sum of £676,664 were treated as 
the revised standard revenue, and the 
capital of the company reconstructed 
accordingly, would that not be a sufficient 
eontribution to exact from the share- 
holders? : 


SHAREHOLDERS’ CLAIMS. 


I find that, if the Debenture Stock re- 
mained unaltered, the 4 per Cent. Guar- 
anteed Preference Stock were reduced by 
25 per cent., the 4 per Cent. Preference 
Stock by 50 per cent. and the Ordinary 
Stock by 75 per cent., the revised net 
revenue of £676,664 would be sufficient to 
pay 4 per cent. on the reconstructed 
capital. This 4 per cent. rate on the re- 
duced: stocks would be equivalent to 3 per 
cent. on the present Guaranteed Prefer- 
ence Stock, 2 per cent. on the present 
4 per Cent. Preference Stock, and 1 per 
cent. on the Ordinary Stock. These pro- 
posals do not involve any interference 
with the Debenture-holders, because atiy- 
one who buys railway Debenture Stock 
does so in the belief that it represents a 
prior charge on the company’s assets, 
ranking with creditors in front of share- 
holders. The proposed reductions of 25 
per cent., 50 per cent. and.75 per cent. 
respectively compare with 50 per cent., 
65 per.cent. and 90 per cent. in the 
schedule to the Railways Bull. 

I think I have shown that the share- 
holders of the Great Southern Railways 
Company have a claim upon the Govern- 
ment which cannot fairly be advanced by 
shareholders in ordinary business enter- 
prises. I submit that this claim extends 
to the granting by the Government of a 
guarantee in respect of the reduced stan- 
dard revenue for the period during which 
the process of co-ordinating rail and road 
transport will be completed. The period 
might be fixed at the five years from 1955 
to 1937, both inclusive; and it is sug- 
gested that, during that period, the 
Government should maké good any defi- 
ciency in the revised standard revenue, on 
the basis that these payments by the 
Government would become a first charge 
on all revenue earned in excess of the 
revised standard revenue, and be repaid 
to the Government before any higher dis- 
tribution than 4 per cent. could be made 
on the reduced Ordinary Share capital. 

I venture to submit the foregoing pro- 
posals to the consideration of the Govern- 
ment, and to suggest that Debenture- 
holders and shareholders who approve 
them should write to that effect, without 
delay, to the Minister for Industry and 
Commerce, Upper Merrion street, Dublin. 


OBITUARY.

LADY CYNTHIA MOSLEY. 


Lady Cynthia Mosley, wife of Sir Oswald 
Mosley, died in a London nursing home last 
mght. Sir Oswald was present at the end, 
as were also Lady Ravensdale and Lady 
Alexander Metcalfe, Lady Cynthia’s sisters; . 
Lady Mosley, Sir Oswald’s mother, and 
Captain Metcalfe. 

wady Cynthia Mosley was operated on for 

eritonitis, following acute appendicitis, on 
May 9th. She took a turn for the worse on 
Saturday last, and at noon yesterday became 
unconscious. 

Lady Cynthia Blanche Mosley, who was in 
her thirty-fifth .year, was one of the most 
Leautifut women in the English aristocracy, 
and one of the wealthiest. She inherited, 
through her mother, the first wife of the 
late Marquess Curzon of Kedleston, an 
income of about £30,000 a year. dy 
Cynthia married Sir Oswald (then Mr. 
Oswald) Mosley, Conservative member of 
Parliament for Harrow, on May ilth, 1920. 
Their wedding, at the Chapel Royal, was one 
cf the most brillant social events of 
the year... The. King and Queen .were pre- 
sent, as were the King and Queen of the 
Belgians. Her father (the Marquess 
Curzon) was then Secretary of State for 
Foreign Affairs, and many members of the 
Diplomatic Corps, as well as of both Houses 
of Parliament were among the guests. 

Lady Cynthia shar her ‘husband's 
ro sympathies, and when he joined the 
zabour Party, in 1924, she threw herself 
-wholeheartedly into the cause, working and 
entertaining on behalf of the Socialist. move- 
ment,. In 1929 she herself stood for Parlia- 
ment, and was elected Labour member for 
the Stoke ‘Division of Stoke-on-Trent, 
winning the seat from the late Colonel John 


Ward by a majority of 7,850. 


At the 1931: election, eight months after } 


Sir Oswald had resigned his post as Chancel- | 
lor of the Duchy of Lancaster in the Labour 
Government, and had formed the new party, 
the forerunner to the British Union of 
Fascists, of which Sir Oswald is the head, 
Lady Cynthia stood down at Stoke in favour 
of her husband. The seat was lost in a 
three-cornered fight. 

Ladv Cynthia was not a robust woman. 
and the strenuous work of electioneering 
usually told on her. In 1929, after her vic- 
tory at Stoke, she suffered from strain, and 
had to undergo an operation. Again at 
Stoke, when she helped her husband in the 
1931 election, she had to take to her bed 
after the campaign. She leaves three chil- 
dren—Nicholas, aged 10; Vivien, aged 12, 
and a baby boy of thirteen months.

FATAL Christmas accident had a 
A sequel in the Sligo Criminal Court 

yesterday, before Judge J. A Noonan, 
when Patrick F. Begley, garage proprietor, 
Ballyniote, pleaded “ Not guilty ” to a charge 
of causing the death of Michael Joseph Mais. 
Principal of Carraroe National School, by 
knocking him down. with a motor car on the 
Albert line, a few hundred yards outside 
Sligo Town, in*icting injuries from which 
Harte died in the surgical hospital 
Christmas Eve. 

. Jd. A. McCarthy, for the Attorney- 
General, said that he believed that he would 
be able to satisfy the jury that the accused 
man was the man who tw the car that 
killed Harte. At about 8.30 on the night of 
December 24rd last Mr. Harte was walking 
along the Albert line on the roadway to his 
house at Carraroe, about a mile from Sligo. 
At that time a saloon Ford motor car, dark 
in colour, was driven along the road at about 
25 or 30 miles per hour. The left-hand side 
of the car struck Harte, fracturing his left 
leg in two places. The driver proceeded on 
his way, leaving Harte lying on the road. 

Counsel went on to describe the marks 
found by the Guards on the accused man’s 
car, and said that, while there was no glass 
or rim in the right head lamp, these were 
intact in the left lamp, but a curious thing 
was that. the left lamp, which contained the 
glass and rim, was not working, while the 
other was out of order. The State suggested 
that what happened was that the ‘left hand 
lamp was smashed in this accident, and that 
the accused man transferred the "glass and 
rim to it from the right lamp to conceal 
that fact. 

Evidence was then taken. Thirteen 
witnesses were examined for the State’s case, 
which had not concluded when .the court 
adjourned till this morning, the jury being 
locked up for the night.

BELFAST, Tuesday. 


i, N the Committee stage of the Moneylenders 
0 Bill, Major McCormack (Unionist) drew 
attention to-day in the Northern House 
of Commons to the change in the bill: of 
forty-eight per cent. for loans by money- 
lenders as the standard rate, and declared. 
that this amount was too high. He moved 
an amendment reducing the rate to twenty- 
four per dent. He thought there was a 
danger of the forty-eight per cent. being 
stabilised as the rate of interest for money- 
lenders, 

Mr. J. Beattie (Labour) supported the amend- 
ment, and su,gested that twenty-four per 
cent. should be made the minimum amount. 

The Minister of Commerce (Mr. Barbour) 
said that the standard rate of forty-eight per 
cent. was not the maximum rate, but no 
higher rate could be charged, unless the 
moneylender could show that the risk justified 
it. Neither was it a minimum rate; for a 
smaller rate oooh be fixed by agreement. If 
they fixed the rate too small they might stop 
altogether. 

The amendment was defeated by 19 votes 
to ó. 


HAIRDRESSING ABUSES. 

Major McCormack ‘ (Unionist) asked the 
Minister of Honie Affairs whether, in view 
of the many abuses and unhygienic methods 
practised in. the hairdressing profession 
generally, he will in the interests of the 
general public, and also for the protection of 
properly conducted hairdressing and beauty 
parlour establishments, consider the introduc- 
tion of legislation along the lines laid down 
by the Pharmacy and Poisons Act, 1925. 
The Minister of Home Affairs replied that 
he was not satisfied ikat the public interest 
involved weuld either necessitate or justify 
the omtroduction of legislation of the 
character indicated. 


AN ULSTER 

Mr. Hendersoi (Independent Unionist) 
asked the Prime Minister whether, in view of 
the fact that Ulster athletes participate in 
the annual Olympic Games, he would 
encourage the furtherance of athletes in 
Northern Jreland by inaugurating a scheme 
for the construction of an Ulster. stadium, 
and whether, considermg the importance of 
athletics to the well-being of our province, 
he would consider the advisabilit uF of giving 
a Minister of Sport functions similar to those 
of the identical Minister in other. countries. 

The Minister of Home Affairs, replying, 
said :—In view of the very high reputation 
of Ulster athletes all over the world, which 
has been achieved by voluntary organizations, 
any State interference would, in my opinion, 
be detrimental to the best interests of sport 
in Ulster.
